oe N OTHING like a little judicious levity,” Robert Louis 

Stevenson quotes one of his characters as saying 
in the preface to the story which he has written, with his 
step-son Lloyd Osbourne, and entitled “The Wrong Box”’ 
(Scribner's). It is as “a little judicious levity” of a very 
amusing sort that this fantastic tale must be received. In 
it there are many indications of the same grotesque fancy 
which gave us “The Dynamiter” and the “New Arabian 
Nights.”” Perhaps it is broader farce than these, and not 
so finished a piece of work; a fastidious reader might say 
that the fun was occasionally a little strained, the eccentrici- 
ties pushed a little too far.
